Dublin First 
County With 


Coat-of-Arms 


b' BLIN has the distinction of 
being the first county in Ireland 
to apply for and have issued to it 

a coat-of-arms by the Genealogical 
Office, Upper Castle Yard, Dublin. 

The issue of the coat-of-arms 
(which, of course, includes a crest) 
has been made by Mr. Edward 
MacLysaght, M.A., M.R.LA., Chief 
Genealogical Officer. Inscribed on 
vellum, it is beautifully illuminated, 
the patent being both in Irish and 
in English, and having the green 
wax office seal affixed. | 

It is expected that other counties 
will follow Dublin’s example. 

Up to the present, the official 
seal of the county has been purely 
a design with no official authority 
behind it. The issue of the coat-of- 
arms ensures that the county’s seal 
and flag will be placed on a 
proper basis. The actual coat-éf- 
arms consists of a raven standing 
on a hurdle (both in black) upon 
a golden shield background. For 
crest there is a beacon or flaming 
pile proper, and for motto: “ Beart 
do réir ar mbriathar.” 

The use of the raven as the main. 
charge has its origin in the Scan- 
dinavian invasion of Ireland. At 
that time the northern part of the 
county was occupied by the Norse- 
men, with whom this symbol is very 
generally associated. The presence 
of a hurdle refers lightly to the focal 
point of the county, the city itself, 
known in Irish as Baile Atha Cliath 
—The Town of the Ford of Hurdles. 

The Norse Raven on the shield 
is balanced by the use of the 
heraldic beacon for crest, a symbol 
which is at once entirely Gaelic in 
inspiration and more particularly 
relevant to the southern part of the 
county. It has its origin in that saga 
of the Fenian cycle which tells of 
the destruction in 109 B.C. by his 
foster brothers of King Conaire 
Mor, of the Bruidhean or Court of 
Da Dearga, which was situated in 
the vicinity of Tallaght. 

The motto, to be found originally 
in the Fenian Saga, occurs in its 
modern form in Professor Osborn 
Bergin’s poem “Tri Tréithe na 
Féinne.” An English translation 
would be “ Deed in accordance with 
our words,” or equivalent phrases 
would be “We do what we 
promise,” or “ Our word of honour 
is our bond.”

Latest information indicates that 
armed men, such as those in the 
convoy from Mons, which was 
headed off from Brussels, are on the 
way to the capital from other 
centres. There is no indication of 
the size of these detachments, but 
they are believed to be small, in 
view of the shortage of transport. 

The Associated Press Staff 
Correspondent in Brussels said that 
steel-helmeted British troops and 
tanks were on guard outside. the 
Chamber of Deputies during the 
sittings.

160 Feared Dead 


In Explosion 


FROM the figures compiled last 
night, it is believed that the 
death role in the ammunition dump 
explosion near Burton-on-Trent, on 
Monday, will exceed 160. 

Weary rescue workers told a P.A. 
reporter that over 100 still are 
buried in the ammunition store. 
from which 23 bodies have been 
recovered. Of 31 trapped under 
the wreckage on an _ adjoining 
plaster works and offices, six bodies 
have been recovered. 

urrounded by a vast area of 
deSblation—of scorched meadows 
littered with dead cattle, uprooted 
trees, whecked buildings, and great 
bomb craters—rescue squads stil! 
are tunnelling through the rubble 
to reach trapped people. 

It is stated that the total value of 
the bombs must -have run into 
millions of pounds. It appears that 
one bomb exploded, and the rush 
of air acted as a detonator for all 
the bombs. 

The dump had a 90-foot earth 
ceiling, and the explosion caused a 
crater at least 250 yards across and 
300 feet deep, completely engulfing 
a farm, not a vestige of which 
could be seen from the rim. . 

There were enough bombs in the 
dump for hundreds of major raids 
on Germany. 

A surprisingly large number of 
the men working on the dump 
escaped with nothing worse than 
shock.

When Sir William Davison in the 
British House of Commons yester- 
day asked the Under-Secretary for 
the Dominions for an assurance that 
Mr. de Valera would have no repre- 
sentation at any peace conference 
which might be held or any discus- 
sions regarding the terms of armis- 
tice, Mr. Emrys-Evans replied that 
it had already been made clear that 
so far as the Government of the 
United Kingdom was concerned, it 
saw no reason why any Government 
which had not made a positive con- 
tribution as a Government to the 
United Nations’ war effort should 
be represented at the ace con- 
ference. The same would, of course, 
apply to any armistice discussions.

Big German 


A big German withdrawal north 
of Strasbourg was reported last night 
by Sertorius, the German High 
Command spokesman. The Ger- 
mans facing General Patch’s left 
wing, he said, were pulling back 
from a line about 20 miles north of 
Strasbourg towards the border of 
the Palatinate—more than 20 miles 
further north. . 

“The main body of the German 
forces from Saarunion to south-east

The Government at 
the time issued a full reply to the 
allegations, which were without 
foundation. The document, he said, 
emanated from a source similar to 
that of other propagandists who 
were working for the incorporation 
of Northern Ireland in an All- 
Ireland Republic. 

A copy of “Orange Terror,” a 
banned publication in Northern Ire- 
land, was produced by the Ministe 
of Home Affairs (Mr. E. S. 
Warnock) when replying to a ques- 
tion by Mr. Campbell, who asked 
if it was a fact that the Ministry 
had ratified the refusal of local 
authorities of posts and dwellings to 
Catholic ex-Service men of the 
British forces, and quoted figures 
relating to the subject of his 
question. 

The Minister said he was not 
aware that local authorities had 
refused either posts or dwellings to 
Catholic ex-Service men because of 
their religion, and it followed that 
the Ministry had not ratified any 
such refusal. He alleged that Mr. 
Campbell’s figures had been taken 
from the publication known as 
“ Orange Terror.”

OBITUARY 
SIR WILLIAM MOORE, 
BART. | 


Sir William Moore, Bart., a 
former Lord Chief Justice of 
Northern Ireland, died yesterday at 
Moore Lodge, Kilrea, Co, Derry, 
in his 8lst year. A son of William 
Moore, M.P., Physician in Ireland 
to Queen’ Victoria, he was educated 
at Marlborough and Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he was 
Vice-Chancellor’s Prizeman in 
English Composition, and President 
of the Philosophical Society, He 
was awarded the Society’s first gold 
medal in oratory. He graduated 
with honours in Classics and 
Modern History. 

On being called to the Bar in 
1887, he practised. on the north- 
east circuit, but devoted more time 
to politics than to law. He took 
silk in 1899, and in the same year 
was elected M.P. for North Antrim. 
From 1906 until 1917, when he was 
appointed a Judge of the King’s 
Bench Division, he sat for North 
Armagh, and took a foremost part 
in the fight against Home Rule. He 
was one of the founders of th 
Ulster Unionist Council. 

On the establishment of the 
Northern Ireland Judiciary, he 
became a Lord Justice of Appeal; 
and in 1925, on the death of Sir 
Denis Henry, he was appointed 
Lord Chief Justice, a position from 
which he retired in 1937,

The death has occurred in London 
of Dr. N. L. Joynt, M.C., son of 
Mr. Alfred Joynt, Monkstown, Co:

MRS. CASSON’S ART 


The paintings of Mrs. Kay Casson 
which are now on exhibition in the 
Country Shop, St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin—have much of the fairy-tale 
quality about them. She takes familiar, 
everyday scenes—Baggot Street Bridge, 
St. Stephen’s Church, Herbert street— 
and transforms them into something 
which might be a backdrop for a 
pantomime or an illustration from a 
child’s bock. The strange thing is that 
the scenas retain their familiarity; the 
transformation is not superficial. Her 
landscapes—Dooagh, Killarney, Clonlea 
—are crowded with absurd, gay 
inhabitants; animals with something 
of the Disney exuberance about them, 
but none of his bitter aptness.

Mrs, Casson is not a serious artist 

in the usual sense oí the word, but 
her gouache paintings are based on 
reliable drawing and a good sense of 
colour; apart from their pictorial con- 
tent, they make pleasing designs. The 
vivid two-colour írames are unusual, 
and some of them are attractive. 
Mr. Micheal MacLiammoir, who 
opened the exhibition on Monday, 
said that, while most painters merely 
looked at the scene in front of them, 
Mrs. Casson looked at the scene in 
front of her, and then quickly closed 
her eyes and retired into her own 
mind. He liked to think that the 
paintings were windows through which 
one could look on a world of the 
imagination.

Sergeant Richard O'Shea stated 
that he had received a letter, un- 
signed, in which it was suggested 
that a number of articles stolen in 
the district might be found on the 
premises of “Cá Bhfuil Sé.” A 
number of the articles mentioned had 
beer found by the Guards on O'Sulli. 
van's place. i 

On the night of the shooting Bren- 
nan called to the Guards’ station, look- 
ing flushed and excited. He said 
that there was something serious end 
terrible after happening up at the 
hom: of “Cá Bhfuil Sé.” Brennan 
told him on the way to the house 
that Mrs. Jim Curran had said she 
heard a shot, or something like that. 
Brennan told him on the next day 
that he knew nothing of the tragedy; 
that he had been ploughing all day, 
and returned home shortly before 7 
o'clock. 


“ SHADOWED ” 


In reply to Mr. K. Liston, S.C., 
who appeared with Mr, O. Kane, 
(instructed by Mr. D. Rooney), for the 
accused man, witness said that “Ca 
Bhfuil Sé"’ had made a complaint in 
1941 that he had been threatened with 
an open knife by O'Shea. Brennan 
was acting as peacemaker. For several 
months after the shooting Brennan 
aad his wife had been followed about 
by the Guards. For some, time two 
or three Guards had been in Bren- 
nan’s house all day and night, Bren- 
nan was “shadowed” from January 
19th, 1943, 

Guard John Donoghue said that he 
began to take a statement from Bren- 
nan on January 14th, when word was 
brought to the station that Brennan’s 
father-in-law had died. The taking 
of the statement was interrupted. Be- 
fore the interruption the accused man 
had said that he was not on speak- 
ing terms with O’Sullivan since July, 
1941. On hearing of O’Shea’s com- 
ing marriage he had tried to get him 
sent to a mental hospital. The 
O’Sullivans came to stay at his house 
for two days at that time, saying that 
O'Shea had gone “red mad,” and 
they were afraid to stay in the house 
with him. 

The reading of the statement had 
not concluded, when the Court ad- 
journed until this morning. 


ARDILAUN LECTURES 


The European Balance of Power 

1878-1914,” is the title of the series of 
Lady Ardilaun lectures, which are 
being given this year by Dr. Nicholas 
Mansergh at Alexandra College, 
Dublin. : 
The opening lecture, delivered yes- 
terday, was entitled “The Predomi- 
nance of Germany from 1878-1894,” 
and dealt with Bismarck’s foreign 
— and his series of alliances for 
erman security. 

When the pa opened there was 
no balance of power in Europe, said 
Dr. Mansergh. It was an historical 
fact of importance that during this 
period England did not think a policy 
of balance essential. The idea that a 
balance of power was responsible in 
itself for the Great War was not 
acceptable, he said. The creation of a 
balance o wer was a symptom of 
underlying threat to security, and not 
a cause. . 

This period was, in a certain sense, 
easier to deal with than any period 
in recent history, because more was 
known about it. Formal documentary 
evidence was available, and also a 
large number of memoirs leading 
statesmen. With such material it was 
possible to analyse the diplomacy of 
the period and to discredit some o 

the popular theories as to the ca 

of the 1914-18 war. 

The theory that it was a capitalist 
war and the result of secret diplomacy 
could be discourfted. On the whole, 
economic disputes were more easily 
settled than political disputes between 
the Great Powers. During this period 
the outstanding tendency was for the 
Great Powers to become greater, and 
for their resources to become more and 
more mobilised.

New Houses 


“ Differences of housing,” said 
Sir William Beveridge at 
Neweastle-on-Tyne a few days 
ago, “represent the greatest in- 
equality between different sections 
of. the community to-day. Im- 
provement of housing affords, 
therefore, the greatest scope for 
raising the general standard of 
living.” He is, ‘of course, 
perfectly correct. It is true that 
the well-to-do family eats more 
and better food, wears smarter 
and warmer clothes, than the poor 
family; but the difference between 
their food and their clothes is 
small in comparison with the 
difference between their dwellings, 
Here, as in England, bad housing 
is the most formidable handicap 
that attends upon poverty. Unless, 
and until, the general standard of 
“ lower-class” houses is improved 
to a very substantial degree, it will 
be premature to boast of our 
Christianity or of our civilisation. 
On that account we welcome the 
assurance of the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, given in the new edition 
of his “Handbook,” that the 
Corporation’s housing programme 
is not being forgotten. During 
the past five years it has shrunk 
to a shadow of its pre-war self, 
but everybody must hope that, 
from the moment when men and 
materials are once more available, 
it will advance af several times 
as rapid a rate as in the past. 
Hope, however, is not enough, 
and even the Lord Mayor's assur- 
ance could do with a little 
practical embellishment. If the 
necessary houses—and a great 
many will be necessary—are to be 
ready in any reasonable time, 
much of the groundwork ought 
to have been prepared by now. 
Sites ought to have been 
designated and, as far as is 
possible, cleared; the approaching 
roads ought to have been marked 
out and, in some measure, cén- 
structed; the plans, at least, of the 
sewerage systems ought to be 
ready. That need of an early 
start on the post-war building 
schemes is, perhaps, the principal 
reason why we have urged -so 
consistently that a planning 
scheme for Dublin—which entails 
the planning of the surrounding 
region—should be treated as a 
matter of extreme urgency. To 
postpone it will mean dangerous

with any degree of efficiency. The 
Germans still are holding out at 
Dunkirk. Antwerp is in Allied 
hands; but it is virtually unusable, 
because the islands that command 
the approaches from the sea have 
not yet been cleared of German 
resistance. In these circumstances, 
General Eisenhower is faced with 
very serious handicaps, Further- 
more, the railways and roads of 
Northern France, Belgium and 
Holland have suffered grievously 
during recent months, The second 
advantage enjoyed by the 
Germans is contributed by the 
weather. Throughout the month 
of November the elements have 
been doing everything in their 
power to impede military move- 
ment. In Holland, not only have 
large parts of the country been 
flooded by the sea, but also the 
heavy rains have turned much of 
the country into a morass, in 
which men are fighting in con- 
ditions which are even worse 
than those that caused so much 
suffering during the last war at 
Passchendaele. All along the line 
these conditions prevail in varying 
degrees. Twenty-five years ago 
no military commander would 
have attempted to wage offensive 
war in such circumstances; but 
Russia’s winter campaigns of the 
last couple of years have revolu- 
tionised campaigning methods, 
and General Eisenhower, mani- 
festly, has decided that what was 
possible for the Red Army will 
not be impossible for him. The 
German reports make it clear 
that the Wehrmacht is expecting 
an intensified attack in the 
immediate future. The Rhine is 
one of the strongest natural 
barriers in the world against 
an invading army. If the 
Germans can contrive to with- 
draw their forces to the eastern 
bank of this great river without 
undue casualties, they may be able 
to resist an Allied crossing for 
quite a considerable length of 
time. On the other hand, if the 
Allies should be able to destroy, 
or to gain practical control of the 
Rhine bridges, a totally different 
condition of affairs would be 
created. There has been no 
official estimate of the number 
of German troops on the left 
bank; but it must be very 
substantial. Furthermore, the 
Germans depend to a considerable 
extent ‘upon the industrial areas 
of the.
